IT’S A BIRD Such will doubtless 

the general opin- 
ion of the new Byrd Stamp which 
made its appearance on our mail 
from Washington dated October 9 
and this fact alone sets at rest the 
question as to whether the stamp 
would be recognized for use on ordi- 
nary mail. 

The stamp is a beautiful piece of 
the engravers art, it is a welcome ad- 
dition to our albums and will be 
doubly welcome to those collectors 
who are fond of map stamps. 

If you have any doubts as to the 
use of the stamp on your daily mail 
just forget them, use them as you 
would other stamps and be happy. 
However you will have to procure 
your supply from the Philatelic 
Agency at Washington since these 
stamps are not to be placed on gener- 
al sale at any Postoffice. 

There were ten million of them 
printed, so that will make plenty for 
everyone and since the entire issue 
will be bought up by philatelists and 
stampicly minded people, it is quite 
unlikely that the stamp will ever be- 
come a high priced variety unless due 
to slow sale, the bulk of the issue 
may be destroyed. 

Our thanks are due the Beverly 
Hills Philatelic Society (Chapter No. 
104 of the A. P. S.), Chicago, IIl., for 
a beautiful first day cover with hand- 
some pictorial cachet. 





COLLECTORS WILL When it is 
NOT APPROVE planned to is- 

sue a postage 
stamp, it should be a rule of the Post- 
office Department that all cities at 
which the stamp is to be placed on 
first day sale will be announced pub- 
licly at least 30 days before the date 
of issue of the stamp. After that an- 
nouncement is made, the Department 
would be justified in refusing to add 
any other city to that list. 

The Postoffice Department may 
wonder what business it is of stamp 
collectors as to how many cities they 
issue a stamp from on first day, but 
collectors can well stand up for their 
rights and point out to the Postoffice 
Department that were .it not for the 
interest of collectors, the heavy sales 
made to them and the demand for 
new stamps, that it is quite likely 
that the number of special stamps is- 
sued would fall off considerably. Since 
the sale to collectors is admittedly a 
great source of revenue to the De- 
partment, the collectors are entitled 
to the consideration that is due them 
in issuing new stamps and when 
towns are added to first day issue 
dates at the very last moment as was 
done with the Kosciusko stamp col- 
lectors have just cause for disap- 
proval. 

As our last week’s issue was going 
to press, the announcement of the 
addition of Pittsburgh to the list of 
first day towns for this stamp, came 
in a telegram from Mr. Eilenberger. 
A brief note was printed in the paper 
but too late to be of value to our 
readers. 

As that issue was going into the 
mail we were shown a bulletin at our 
local postoffice which stated that 
New York City had been added to the 
list of first day towns. 

Occasions of this sort bring a flood 
of letters of disapproval and the De- 
partment has no one to blame but 
themselves for such situations. It 
would not have taken a very hard bit 
of thinking to have determined that 
the larger industrial cities of the 
country had a large Polish population 
and that pressure to issue the stamps 
from all such points would be quite 
strong. 

We believe that a careful review of 
the situation as regards any proposed 
stamp would permit of a just list of 
first day towns being prepared in ad- 
vance and in such a manner, everyone 
would be satisfied.

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A New Philatelic Accessory 





Stamp collectors who write about 
the results of their philatelic studies, 
whether to friends with whom they 
are corresponding, or in the philatelic 
press, must often have felt the need 
of some method of indicating the posi- 
tion of flaws, re-entries and other 
variations, briefly and clearly. Such 
descriptions as “Coloured dot 2 mm. 
S.E. of the foot of the left-hand stroke 
of the ‘A’ in ‘POSTAGE’ ” take a lot of 
time to evolve and to interpret. 

To meet the difficulty Stanley Gib- 
bons, Ltd., of London, England, has 
now put on sale a new “gadget”, the 
idea of which was first suggested by 
an Australian, Mr. H. S. Thirkell. 

Mr. Thirkell’s idea, which was based 
on a homemade model, has been con- 
siderably improved upon as a result 
of careful experiment by the Gibbons 
Publication Department, and _ the 
“Thirkell Position-Finder,”’ now 
placed on sale for the first time, will 
be found to fulfill admirably the pur- 
pose for which it is designed. 

It consists of a stout transparent 
film, on which is printed a grille of 
small squares, reference to which is 
made by quoting the figure which 
stands at the top of the column and 
the letter beside the horizontal row in 
which the wanted square appears. 
Thus the seventh square in the 
eleventh horizontal row is K7. 


In actual use, the Position-Finder 
is laid over the stamp in such a way 
that the zero lines at top and left 
just touch the outermost portions of 
the design. The position of the flaw 
or other variation is then indicated 
by giving the number of the square 
or squares through which it is visible. 

Full directions are given with each 
Position-Finder, and as the price is 
only 1s. 2d. post-free, there is noth- 
Ing to prevent a world-wide use of 
this new and very helpful accessory.

At the annual meeting of the Cen- 
tral New England Stamp Clubs As- 
sociation held at Lawrence, Mass., 
October 2, 1933, the following reso- 
lution was unanimously adopted by 
the delegates present: 

WHEREAS, the Post Office Depart- 
ment has recently caused to be issued 
two stamps, i. e., the Graf Zeppelin 
50-cent stamp and the Byrd Expe- 
dition 3-cent stamp, which in the opin- 
ion of this body are not in any sense 
of the word stamps for regular postal 
business.

And be it further resolved that a 
copy of this resolution be forwarded 
to the Post Office Department in 
Washington.

Witten Honduran 
Expedition 


The planned expedition into the 
Mosquitia Region of Honduran by 
Maj. George Witten, noted soldier, ex- 
plorer and adventurer, has an un- 
usual philatelic angle to it. Because 
of the interest of the Honduran Gov- 
ernment in the expedition, which has 
for its aim an archeological and eth- 
niological survey of this little known 
territory along the upper reaches of 
the Patuka River, arrangements have 
been made to send a post office rep- 
resentative with the expedition and to 
establish temporary postal points 
along the route. These postal points 
will be at the successive advance base 
camps of the expedition, which are to 
be established at the Indian tribal 
headquarters at Tinto, Patooka, 
Wampa, Juacos and Poyas. Mail will 
be returned to civilization from these 
points by runners through the jungle, 
supplemented by native canoe-men. 

The Patuka River section is real 
jungle, and one of the most inacces- 
sible spots left unexplored in the 
Western Hemisphere. Only two white 
men ever penetrated the region. One 
died there and the other died within 
a week after he reached civilization 
again, but without imparting the se- 
crets of the mysterious section and 
its aborigines, believed to be descend- 
ants of a mighty and accomplished 
race which flourished a number of 
centuries ago. The costal Indians re- 
fer to the river as the River of Death, 
and to its upper reaches as the Por- 
tal del Infierno (Gate of Hell). Maj. 
Witten, if he gets back alive, hopes 
to bring out with him a solution of 
the mystery of the Mosquitia, and sci- 
entific data and “finds” of great value 
to American museums.

The postal aspect of the expedition 
is an experiment on the part of the 
Honduran Government. Mail sent 
out from the expedition will be the 
first ever to be handled from the Mos- 
quitia region. It is unlikely that 
regular mail service will be estab- 
lished in this section for many years 
to come. Covers from the expedition, 
and it is understood that a special, 
pictorial cachet will be used on all 
of the expedition’s mail, should be of 
considerable interest to philatelists, 
because of the unique circumstances 
surrounding their mailing and 
handling, because of the fact they will 
be first-day post office items, and be- 
cause they may not be duplicated for 
many years, if ever.
